we term conscience simply a wholesome 


fear of the constable, the result of the 


experience of our forefathers, and in- 
herited from them, or is it the direct 
voce of God in the soul? we 
can answer that question we must seek 
u clear definition by asking another. 
What are the functions of conscience? 
Primarily, says one, to tell us what 
action is right and what action is 
wrong. But if this be true, we find our- 
selves in the midst of confusion at 
once. One man's conscience on the 
south of Mason and Dixon's line told 
him to keep siaves. Another man's 
conscience on the north of that 
told him to die trying to liberate them. 
No one who knew Stonewall Jackson 
fighting for State's rights and the ‘stars 
and bars,’ 
sincerity. No one who 

O. Howard, fighting for an unbroken 
union on the ‘stars and stripes’ ever 
doubted his. Both followed their con- 
science. But if one was 
was wrong. Any such nition is in- 
adequate, for it does not meet the facts 
exactly as they exist. 

“But all this confusion will de clari- 
fied if we will but remember that con- 
science deals not with acts but with 
the motives of the acts.

BAND-MADE LACES. 


EFFORTS TO REVIVE THE ART. 


For the year 1900 the imports into the 
United States of laces, embroideries and 
the like amounted to $18,720,975, made 
from cotton; $544,528, made from flax, 
and $3,327,311 made from silk. 

This shows that the American people 
are great consumers of laces, and allied 
products. It is extremely difficult, ex- 
cept to an expert, to oftentimes tell the 

nee between hand-made and ma- 
chine-made lace. The latter, however, 
says the Commercial Bulletin, has not 
been brought to that state of perfection 
te equal the best of that made by hand. 

HAND-MADE LACE INDUSTRY. 

There are instances of efforts being 
made in this country, as well as in the 
midiand sections of England, to revive 
the hand-made lace industry. At pres- 
ent these efforts are tentative, as, for 
instance, the one that has been lnaugu- 
rated in Boston, which has not reached 
astage that can be said to be every way 
encouraging, though hopeful. There is 
being made in Boston by hand some 
fine English thread laces after the style 
of the the old Buckinghamshire laces. 

This lace was characteristic of Eng- 
land from the beginning of the 


| eighteenth century until the middie of 


the nineteenth, being a point lace, the 
best of which was made in the southern 
part of Northhamptonshire, near Tow- 


>} eester, and in Buckinghamshire, in and 


about Olney. Northhampton and the 
western part of the country were fa- 
mous for the narrow edging and 
cheaper laces. 
THE INDUSTRY IN ENGLAND. 
What is done in Boston and some 
other parts of the United States toward 


a revival of hand-made laces is being 


carried out on a more systematic scaie 
the midiands of England, and in 
order to revive this industry the Mid- 
land Lace Association has recently 
been formed, having for its object the 
stimulation and improvement of the 
jocal manufacture of lace, providing 
workers with greater facilities for the 


sale of their products at remunerative 
prices, and providing instruction in the 
art of lace making.

DEMAND FOR THE LACE. 

There is a strong demand for copies 
of beautiful old lace, but it has not be- 
come as yet a living, thriving industry, 
and these efforts are made to accom- 
plish this desired object, as well as 
making it a pleasant home occupation. 

There is undoubtedly a demand from 
the wealthy for fine hand-made lace. 
but the small amount of money that 
has been received for the very best lace 
has made it useless for an artist to give 
his attention to original designing, or 
for the lace maker to put her best and 
most careful work into execution of 
the finer products. 

The last great outburst of ty 
in hand-made laces was in 1870, attrib- 
uted to the Franco-German war, en- 
abling lace makers to earn remuner- 
ative wages, but since them until the 
present revival, with the exception of a 
short rage for “yak” lace, the occupa- 
tion hag been at a very low ebb. In 
many villages the industry has been 
almost entirely abandoned, and many 
workers have had quantities of beauti- 
ful lace which they Were quite unable to 
dispose of at any satisfactory price. 


BOBBIN NET LACE-MAKING. 
NEW INDUSTRY HERE. 
The lace industry in the United

BOBBINNET LACE MAKING. 

“The peculiar interest that these in- 
structions of the Treasury Depart- 
ment possesses is the fact that bob- 
binnet lace making in this country 
is a new industry; and it is ascertained 
that James Bromley & Sons have the 
only bobbinnet machines in the 
United States, the first of which were 
imported by this firm about two years 
ago as an experiment. Bobbjnnet, in 
the texture of the ordinary kind, re- 
sembies pillow lace. The threads are 
entwined together so as to form per- 
fectly regular six-side holes, the op- 
posite sides of which, the upper and 
under, lie in the direction of the 
breadth of the piece, so as to stand 
at right angles with the selvage or 
border line. 

“The beauty of the lace depends not 
only upon the quality of the threads, 
but principally upon the perfectly hex- 

shape of the holes and equality 
of their sides. The nearer the warp 
threads lie alongside of each other 
the smaller the hole and the finer look 
ins is the lace. The number of warp 
reads in a piece one yard wide may 
vary from 700 to 1200, which corre- 
sponds to from about twenty to thirty- 
four to the Inch. 
BEGINNING OF THE INDUSTRY. 

“The beginning of the bobbinnet 
lace industry may be given as in 1808, 
when John Heathcoat obtained a pat- 
ent for a bobbinnet machine, being 
the first successful attempt to produce 
by machinery an imitation of pillow 
lace. Barlow describes the ne 
as provided with bobbins placed in the 
form of a segment of a circle, and the 
threads from them were concentrated 
toward the center of the circle. This 
arrangement was limited to the pro- 
— 2 of lace of only a few inches in 
w 

“It occurred, however, to Heathcoat, 
shortly after he had satisfied himself 
of the accomplishment of the task, 
that the bobbins should be placed in 
a straight line, when lace of a far 
greater width could be made. He 
therefore at once turned his attention 
to the new plan, and in 1809 he ob- 
tained his second patent. 
BOBBINNET LACE MACHINERY. 

“The different systems of bobbin- 
net lace machinery, all of which have 
been invented, or at least been made

AMERICAN SHIPPING INTERESTS. 
ENCOURAGING PROGRESS. 


“There is a tendency,” says the Chi- 
cago Tribune, “to build ships of 
greater size and drausht —this for the 
purpose of adapting them to the short- 
est measurable distances from one 
ocean point to another, thus abandon- 
ing the idea of extending the ocean 
depths farther inland and lengthening 
the ocean voyage both in distance and 
time. The Tribuse continues: “If 
it be true that hereafter ‘the 


wharves must go to the ships,’ the fact 
will have a vi bearing upon the 


project to run a line of steamers from | 


Chicago to European ports. It is said 
that railroad economies are far in ad- 
vance of steamship economies, and that 
water freights are every year being more 
closely confined to areas that cannot 
posibly be covered by . The items

always been a severe handicap upon 
all attempts of ocean steamers to reach 
inland points. If conditions be chang- 
ing still further in favor of the ra- 
roads, it will be futile to try to make 
Chicago an ocean port. 

“For the same reason the proposed 
deep waterway to the Atlantic would 
lose its value as far as ocean traffic 
is concerned. The same would be true 
of the project to deepen the lower 
Mississippi for salt water shipping. 
If the wharves must seek the vessels, 
then the most economical thing to do 
ie to realize the fact as soon as pos- 
sible and begin locating our ports at 
the farthest outskirts of the continent. 
Such a change of licy would not 
only transfer Portiand’s ocean traffic to 
Astoria, but would have its effect all 
along our three coasts and would mod- 
ify the whole echeme of internal 
waterways improvement. The state- 
ment thet the wharves must Seek the 
vessels is ‘Important if true.’ The 
Chicago experiment in ocean traffic 
will have increased interest because 
of its bearing on this larger question.”

Coast wise Trade. 


But in coastwise trade great strides 
are being made in new ships. The 
Clyde line from New York to southern 
ports is one of the leaders in this re- 
spect. A representative of this line is 
quoted as saying: 

“The rap.d and general development 
of the South and the consequent in- 
creased traffic with that section have 
led us to increase our service. We 
have just added two vessels to our fleet 
and others will, no doubt, follow as 
soon as practicable. The South has 
been experiencing material progress 
and prosperity, as muth if not more 
than any other section of the country: 
many diversified industries have 
sprung up, particularly in manufactur- 
ing. while coal, iron, clay, phosphates 
and lumber constitute a large rt of 
the traffic with that section. any of 
the Southern States are also going 
heavily into fruit, especially oranges. 
On the whole, I think the outlook not 
only for the South, but for this part 
and section, from a business point of 
view, is most encouraging.” 

The latest vessel built for this Une. 
the Apache, is thus described: “The 
new vessel is 310 feet long, 44 feet wide 
and 31 feet deep, and has a speed of 
15 knots, with a capacity for 3000 tons 
of cargo. She ‘is admirably arranged 
and handsomely decorated, and her ac- 
commodations for over 200 passengers 
are located entirely above the upper 
deck, thus insuring the best of light 
and ventilation at all times. She is 
lighted throughout by electricty, and 
her fittings and equipment are up to 
the highest standard. Her sister ship, 
the Arapahoe, is a duplicate of the 
Apache in all respects, and will enter 
the service of the Clyde line early in 
the coming autumn. h vessels, 
which combine capacity for freight and 
passengere with speed and lightness of 
draft to a degree never before attained 
in ships of their s ze, will join the 
other widely and favorably-known ves- 
sels, the Comanche, Iroquois and A- 
gonquin, of the Clyde line fleet in the 
service between New Lork and Charles- 
ton, 8. C., and Jacksonville. Fla. With 
the addition of the Apache and Arans- 
hoe the Clyde Steamship Company will 
have seventeen ocean-go ne steamers, 
besides a numerous fleet of river and 
inland craft. This company already 
serves with regular lines the ports of 
Boston, Providence, New York, Phfla- 
dephia, Norfolk, Rich..cnd. Wilming- 
ton, N. C.: Georgetown, 8. C.; Char 
ton, . C.: Brunswick. Ga., and Jack- 
sonville, Fla, operating also a regular 
Une of mall steamers between New 
Vork. Turks Island and Santo Domingo. 
and it is rumored that further exten- 
sions are contemplated in the near 
ture. 


Other Lines. 


C. H. Mallory & Co. are 
a steamer to be known as 
The vessel is 390 feet long, 48 feet beam 
and 21 feet deep, with a speed of. six- 
teen ‘and one-half knots, which means 
that she will reduce the time to Gal- 
veston from seven to four and a half 
days. She is built to carry 4000 tons of 
dead weight freight, and has a cargo 
carrying capacity of 10,000 tons. The 
Denver was bullt to meet the demand 
for modern ships of greater power and 
speed to compete with the latest im- 
provements of train service and carry- 
ing capacity of the railroads. Steam- 
ships must now make time and have 
much greater space than formerly to 
keep up. Another vessel, it is under- 
stood, built on the same model as the 
Denver, will soon follow her. The Den- 
ver is built to class in Lloyds Register 
of British and Foreign Shipping for 
100A rating, awning deck. 

The Ward line to Cuba has just put 
on the Monterey. She is 341 feet long 
between perpendiculars, her beam is 
47 feet 6 inches, with a draft of 20 feet 
and a displacement of 6325 tons. She 
has vertical inverted triple-cxpansion 
engines, the cylinders of which are 
23%, 39 and 65 inches, respectively, 
with 42-inch stroke. The vessel is fitted 
with four Scotch boilers. Her net ton 
nage is 4702. It is expected she will be 
ready for service some time next 
month, to ply between New York, Ha- 
vana and Mexican ports. She has ac- 
commo dations for 112 first-class, sixty 
second-class and forty-eight steerage 
passengers. Another new vessel for 
the Ward line recently put into com- 
mission is the Esperanza, a mate of 
the Monterey. 

The Maine Steamship Company has 
also increased its service by the addi- 
tion of a new vessel, the North Star. 
She was built at Roach's shipyards, 
Chester, Pa., and is the largest of th, 


fleet, of triple-expansion type. She has 
a speed of eighteen knots, and is said

SOME SMALL SPARKS.

The Sweepstake Gravel Mine in Trin- 
ity county, Cal, it is reported, has 
been sold to a syndicate of Philadel- 
phia capitalists for a sum said to be 
in excess of $5,000,000. This is thought 
to be the largest mine sale that has 
ever taken place in California, and the 
entire deal was consummated in six 
weeks.

Sixteen of the largest manufacturers 
of shovels in the United States are re- 
ported forming a shovel trust, of which 
many rumors have been circulated, and 
C. C. Loring of Boston, who was one 
of the organizers of the American Steel 
and Wire Company, is said to be pro- 
moting the deal. The capital of the 
corporation will be about $10,000,000, 
and a Jersey charter will be secured. 

A cotton duck trust, taking in prac- 
tically all of the factories in the trade, 
has at length been formed after sev- 
era. months of negotiation, and was 
incorporated in New Jersey last week. 
Its authorized capital is $50,000,000. All 
of the Baltimore factories are to be 
taken over, and the company, under 
the name of the United States Cotton 
Duck Corporation, will manufacture 
cotton goods of all kinds. Halt of the 
capital stock will be preferred, with 6 
per cent. cumulative interest. 

Blast-furnace returns to t Iron 
Age show that during May fon 
increased from 301,125 tons per week 
to 314,505 tons per week, carrying it 
far beyond any previous record. Stocks 
of coke and anthracite iron have de- 
clined further from 363,251 tons on May 
1 to 323,813 on June 1, thus proving that 
consumption is still enormous. 

The American Bridge Company will 
probably erect a great plant at Pitts- 
burgh. The plant, will have a capacity 
of 100,000 tons a year, and will cost 
from $1,500,000 to $2,000,000. The Amer- 
ican Bridge Company has orders for 
upward of 6000 tons for construction in 
the Pittsburgh district, and everything 
points to the steady operation of tae 
various plans for montns to come. 

The United States is surpassed only 
by Great Britain in the matter of Jap- 
anese ‘imports of machinery, locomoe- 
tives and other engines, accérding to 
Consul-General Bellows at Yokohama. 
Great Britain, he says, continues to re- 
ceive more than half the money sent 
out of Japan for these manufactures, 
while the United States received a lit- 
tle more than one-fourth last year. The 
total amount invested in this lass of 
manufactures by the Japanese last year 
was $6,674,546, about one-fifth being for 
locomotive engines.

IL—GEOMETRY AND THE EYE. 


(By Dr. 1. Medivon Instructor io Fer- 
chology. Correll Untversity) 


HERE is nothing to which mankind 
points with greater pride than to 
het it is pleased to call its gen- 
eral principles, ite “axioms.” An 
axiom is a thing so ultimate, so un- 
impeachable, that no one is able to 
resist ite charms. The very kernel of 
experietice is contained in it. It repre- 
sents generation after generation in the 
renement of knowjedge. Imagine the 
cave man making a formulation of 
Newton's third law of motion. To be 
sure, he knew that he rebounded if he 
ran into a tree in the darkness, but he 
could no more make an accurate quan- 
tive statement of the general te atlon

Notwithstanding our pride in ax.oms 
and “general laws,” we are continua ly 
finding contradictions between them 
and our every-day experience.

HOW TO GET OUR BEARINGS. 

This is, however, only one element ia 
the explanation. The other I have 
called the displacement of the sub- 
jective vertical.” 

Every one knows how difficult it Is 
to think of the inhabitants of bur antip- 
odes as living on the other side of 
the globe without also thinking of them 
as standing on their heads. We can 
think of an individual as standing 
right-side-up in Manila or Sydney, but 
the istant we visualize him as stationed 
on the opposite side of the sphere ona 
which we stand his feet go up and his 
head goes down. “Up is up and down 
is down,” we say to ourseives, and 
there is no use juggling with the 
facts. Of course, we “know” better, 
but, after all, we see our far-off cousin 
sticking by his feet to the earth as 
the fly sticks to the ceiling. 

This is a good illustration of the 
fact that we get our bearings in space 
very largely from the position of our 
own bodies and our immediate sur- 
roundings. It is only when these are 
entirely unreliable, as at sea or on the 
plains, that we fall back on nature's 
ubiquitous guide posts, the sun, the 
fixed stars and the magnetic polés. We 
are especially weil equipped for defin- 
ine positions in a vertical plane. We 
know wher we are “lying flat.“ or 
“standing straight” or “looking down.” 
Although we may awaken in a strange 
place utterly confused on the points 
of the compass We are not at a loss to 
know the direction of the horizon or 
the zenith or the earth's center. And 
the reason is not far to seek. There 
is ho lack of means, artificial and nat- 
ural, for making these determinations. 
Not only are our dwellings and pub'ic 
buildings all made with the plummet 
and the level: we are also constantly 
receiving significant suggestions which 
serve to orientate us. Aside from the 
sight of the ground, of the horizon and 
of surrounding objects one's blood sup- 
ply shifts as one stands or sits or lies;
